/ GIGNIPEX, the Nun7arian lunbsr monopoly. Oblath's activities are sinilar 
to those of Gal's, and it is “elioved that Oolath isht be Tel's adjutant. 
Like fal, Oblath represonts a distinct state monoroly orvaniantion, but 
under this cover he seeks to purchase automotive equirnent for militery 
use, radio eswirnmsnt, ete. 


Alexander Sebas, vilovsdly chief of the Seonovic Section of the Munvarian 
Commmvist Party in Budapest. Sees, whose canter is also “witzorland, is 
not enpared in purchasing sctivities as are Gal and Oblath but is believed 
to have the sole function of directinr Nungarian financial and bankine 
affairs in “viteerland-—~i.o., jhe purchases forsign currencies and arranges 
for the transfer of roney accruing from Nunvarian deals in Switzerland to 
tha coffers of the Conmunist Parties of other countries. Accordins to 
source, Sees provided the Italian Communist Party vith funds for canpaion 
and election expenses fron lun sarian iccounts in “witzorland. “Sebes is also 
stated to hove -mnavod the transfor of funds ts the French Communist Party 
for the finaneins of the recent Trench strikes. 
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Bela Revai, a Hungarian born on 10 February 1901 and now in Geneva, is re~ ~ 
portedly the chief soures of dollar-fundse, which he acquires for the Hun- 
garians in return for other foreign exchange. Revai works through Mobiliare 
Verlehrs A.G., Palikanstrasse 22, Zflrich, a company formed by former members 
of the Hungarian Escemts Bank. This bank was previously known to have 
financed Hungarian purchasing in the wst even though most of its directors 
fled Communist Hungary. Parsons closely associated with Mobiliare Verkehvs 
A.G. are Richard Tolnay, Alexander Winter, and Albin Csagzy. 


The visits to the Salkan countries during 1946-1947 of Lydia Woor, wife of 
the leading German—Swiss Communist, Edgar Woor, sacceeded in procuring for 
the Swiss export-import company, Intra Handels A.G., Obstgartenstrasse 22, 
Zurich, a Communiet-financed company, first choice of all business which the:
